The Appellate court today confirmed the 
judgment of the lower court, except that part 
about the Niederaullbach foundation. It 18 
seid that the late king made over certain 
properties amounting to $12,000,000 to this 
‘ foundation and placed them in the Belgian 
state and national bank for the benefit of 
Baroness Vaughan, his morganatic wife and 
the mother of hie two sons. The Appellate 
court decides that this foundation has no 
legal existence in Belgium and hence this 
money or property is part of the famiDy estate 
and not state property.

Omaha, Neb., April 2.—The woman who 
Monday. night jumped from the Douglas 
street bridge into the Missouri river and 
drowned was identified today as the wife of 
Col. J. A. Hull of the United States army. 

Col. Hull is a son of former Congressman 
J. A. T. Hull of Des Moines, Ia He recently 
was ordered to the Philippines, and it is 
supposed that grief at separation from her 
husband prompted Mrs, Hull's act. 

Col. and Mrs. Hull were visiting friends in 
Council Bluffs when the order came from 
the war department, and Col. Hull left for 
the islands last Saturday.

WHAT A FLOODED TOWN SHOULD 
01. 8 
FTER the math comes the after 
math. In a fooded district the 
waters rage, destroying: lives and 
property for a few days. Then they 
drop back to their accustomed chan- 
nels, and contagion rages, destroying lives 
and health for a few weeks. 

The aftermath is, too, a I roduet of the 
flood. Scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox, 
and other forms of active contagion are 
increased because the regular methods and 
customs of the community are disturbed. 
In the excitement and daze, quarantines 
are not kept and many more people are 
exposed than in normal times. Atypical 
cases that in orderly times would stay at 
home and be on the safe side, mingle with 
the mad rush of fleeing people, or gather 
in the idle crowds of sightseers. 

These are the reasons, and not street 
filth, why there is an aftermath of con- 
tagion. This group of diseases usually 
flares up about a week after the flood be 
gins and they are at their wurst about 
three weeks later.

The remedy? It is recognized that a 
few policemen can keep order among 10,000 
people in ofderly times. Man: times as 
many are required to keep order when the 
“yet crowd has become disordered by a 

A few quarantine officers can maintain 
order in orderly times; to protect the peo 
ple against the results of broken quaran- 
tine in disorderly times, many times as 
many are required. 

The orderly way of the everyday is much 
our most efficient police service. When it 
is disturbed by any great accident or emer- 
gency there must be a compensating in- 
crease in police service. Quarantine offi- 
cers are police officers, doing police work 
under police powers. 

— 

There will be some pneumonia after 
math. The colds that come from the damp 
walled houses will show up within a day 
after the people have moved back. Some 
pneumonia will develop within a day. 

Pneumonia differs from typhoid fever in 
that the disease comes Within a few hours 
after the germs get into the slood, whereas, 
in typhoid they stay in the system a week 
before the sickness starts. 

However, some of the colds that start 
the first night in the wet house will not 
develop into pneumonia for three or four 
days. The pneumonia germs in the nose 
and throat cause colds; in the blood, cause 
pneumonia.

HOW TO FIGHT EPIDEMIC. 

X. writes: “ Desplaines has a population 
of more than 2,000. There are at present 
thirteen cases of scarlet fever in six differ+ 
ent families. Would this justify the closing 
of the schools?’ 


REPLY. 

No. The proper plan of eontrolling an epidemic 
of scarlet fever is to put em a school nurse and 
reopen the schools The students should be passed 
upon each morning by the teacher, who sends the 
suspects, including these who have Seen absent 
from schoé] two days or ever, te a holding room 
There they are seen by the nurse, who sends them 
back to the schooiroom er inte quarantine or te the 
family physician, according to the circumstances. 

A School nuraing service for such a town suffering 
from an epidemic shoul not cost more thas 180 
month, which is far cheaper than closed schools 
In addition it is much the better way te end the 
contagion. 

The controlled contact of this method is mach 
better than the uncontrelled contact of playgrounds 
and streets

The leak puts a little extra work on the 
heart muscle If the heart muscle is able to do the 
extra work without strain the leaking vaive will be 
unnoticed. 

The heart is like a Corliss engine—it works well 
within ita capacity. It das great reserve power. 
Hence it ip that most leaking valves discovered in 
middie age have deen leaking since the childhood 
cays of growing palns. 

In view of the above, the treatment of leaking 
valves is treatment of the heart muscle ard not the 
heart valve. If the heart is working easily gradu- 
ated exercises in building up all the muscles ef the 
body will Build up the heart muscle. 

If the heart muscle is Working poorly there should 
be rest in bed until it works well. Compensation is 
established followed by carefully regulated bulld- 
ing up exercises.

Dr ERNESTINE HUNT, sister of the 
Marquis of Allesbury, has just started 
a college of a@ rather unique character 
at Cosham park, her place near Ports- 
mouth. It is a school for the training 
of gentlewowen who wish to prepare them- 
selves for a life in the remote districts of 
Canada, Australia, and New Zealand; that 
is to say, for the wives and sisters of men of 
birth and breeding who wish to tempt for- 
tune beyond the sea, on ranches, farms, etc. 

No servants are kept at Cosham park and 
the girle’ are taught (cooking, housework, 
laundry work, nursing, gardening, and not 
only riding in a thorough manner but also 
the care of horses, cattle, and of other live 
stock. 

Lady Ernestine has had plenty of experi- 
ence with ranch fife in the colonies. She has 
a large ranch in the dominion province of 
Alberta, where she raises horses, which she 
sells at remunerative prices in Dublin and in 
London. 

She is the first woman who has ever brought 
live stock across the Atlantic ocean by her- 
self and is enthusiastic over the qualities of 
the cattlemen employed in that work, whom 
she considers a much maligned class. 

They on their side are equally joud in their 
praise of her extraordinary influence over 
even the wildest horses and declare that she 
10 able to accomplish more by personal mag- 
netism and by mere gentle suasion than 
ranchmen can attain through the hardest

SMOKING FREE CIGARS.

LONDON, April 2.—The house of commons 
tonight passed on its second reasling the bill 
of Home Secretary McKenna in regard to 
the treatment of militant suffraget prison- 
ers, who go on hunger ‘strikes. The vote 
in the commons was 206 to 43. 

The measure provides that these hunger 
strikers who are released from prison be- 
cause of their physical condition may be re- 
arrested and compelled to ser ve out their 
sentences. | 

Mr. McKenna, in speaking on the Dill. said 
he recognized the fact that the women re- 
sorted to these hunger strikes for the sake 
of publicity, which was the keynote of the 
militant propaganda. c 

Ask Sympathy After Violence. 

The women, he sad, had alternately 
shocked the public by their violent outrages 
and had then tried to elicit sympathy by 
their tales of suffering. They had declared 
war on society and law and order and had 
sought to enrage the public against the offi- 
cers of the law. 

The only courses left open to the govern- 
ment were to release them, have them 
pumped, or allow them to starve. The fact 
of the prisoner starving herself voluntarily, 
however, did not, in his opinion, absolve the 
government from responeibility for her 
health and life. 


Warns of Too Much Belief. 
Mr. McKenna warned the members not to 
attach great importance to the terrible tales 
which the women told of the pump feeding. 
Nevertheless, he said, he recoghized the fact 
that it was an objectionable practice and K 
was for this reason that he had made the 
proposal to release them when their self- 
starvation became dangerous and rearrest 
them on thelr recovery. He did not, how- 
ever, propose to abandon the power of forci- 
bly feeding them. 
Keir Hardy, the labor leader, made a mo- 
tfon to reject the bill. This was defeated by 
a vote of 835 to 8. After the bill had been 
passed on its second reading it was referred 
to the committee of the whole. 


Mrs. Pankburet Pleads Not Guilty. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, leader of the militant suf- 
fragets, today pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of having caused the conspiracy to 
burn Chancellor Lioyd-George’s country 
home. She acted as her own counsel. 

American and Anglo-American women con- 
tinue to invade the American embassy to 
urge action for the release of Miss Zelle Em- 
erson, the American suffraget, from Hollo- 
way jail. They invariably accept the ex- 
planation that the embassy has no power to 
interfere as long as Mias Emerson is treated

DIVIDED ON EMERSON CASH. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 2.—[ Spécial. - An un- 
dercurrent of excitement pervaded the first 
two sessions of the Mississippi valley suffrage 
conference today. When it became known 
resolutions were proposed extending sympa- 
thy to Mise Zelie Emereon, the Detroit girl 
who has been detained in an English jai! for 
four or five weeks and undergone the ordeal of 
forcible feeding, many of the delegates tried 
to squash the movement, while others said it 
would be unfeeling for the conference not to 
extend a word of sympathy.

Wilson and Bryan Decide to 
Give Honor to New Repub- 
lic in Far East.

Washington, D. C., April 2.—The United 
States government has decided to recognize 
the Chinese republic. Secretary Bryan con- 
ferred with President Wilson for nearly an 
hour today at the White House completing 
the details, and a note is being prepared at 
the state department to be addressed to 
China through the Chinese minister here. | 

Whether it will be presented before the 
meeting of the Chinese constituent assembly 
next Tuesday or is intended to reach the 
Chinese government on that date has not 
been disciosed, but the mere presentation 
of the note to the Chinese minister and re- 
sumption of formal international relations 
with the Chinese minister are regarded in 
diplomatic circles as tantamount to recog~- 
nition, N 
i Anxious to Be First. 

The United States government is anxious to 
show tis friendliness toward China, and 
while there have been rumors that other na- 
tions might anticipate the action of this 
country and recognize China defore the 
United States does, in official circles here it 
was believed that the United States would 
be found frst to show [ts faith in the new 
republic. | 

This afternoon, at the request of the secre- 
tary of state, members of most of the foreign 
embassies and legations in Washington ap- 
peared at the state department and were re- 
ceived individually by Mr. Bryan. Among 
them were representatives.of Brazil, Japan, 
Great Britain, Russia,; Portugal, France, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Belgium, Swe- 
den, Peru, Denmark, Mexico, Austria- Hun- 
gary, and Spain. 


Statement to Public Soon. 

It was admitted at the department that 
a formal statement of the attitude of the ad- 
ministration towards the new Chinese gov- 
ernment would be given to the press in the 
course of a few days, and there is ground 
for the belief that without immediately rec- 
ognizing China, assurance has been con- 
veyed to Yuan Shi Kai's government and 
the world powers have been notified that such 
recognition will be extended after the first 
Chinese congress has assembled and organ- 
ized next Monday. 


URGES MUNICIPAL TENEMENTS 
TO SOLVE HOUSING PROBLEM 


John 0. Kennedy Declares City Must 
Put Curb on Factories and Be Land- 


lord to People. 


A plan to do away with crowded unsani- 
tary tenement house condtilons in large cities 
was presented to the City, club last night by 
John C. Kennedy, who has studied housing 
conditions abroad for many years. Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s solution involves the ownership of a 
considerable tract of land by the city and the 
building of houses, which if carried out 
would give every worker an opportunity to 
buy a home on a salary as low as $12 a week. 

Four conditions are necessary to properly 
police the housing protiem, according to Mr. 
Kennedy. They are: Municipal ownership 
of the land as in Germany or an intelligent 
system of land taxation, a city owned system 
of transportation, a zone for factories at 
proper distances from homes, city built

Gas from Sulzberger Ferti- 
lizer Plant Prove Too Much 
for Department Men. 


POLICE RESCUE CHILDREN 


Two Saloons Ablaze, Origin of 
Flames in Each Case Be- 


ing a Mystery. 


Half a dozen firemen were overcome yes- 
terday at a fire which started in the base 
ment of the fertilizer building of Sulzberger 
& Sons company in the Union etockyarda, 
The loss is nearly $35,000, it is egtimated. 

Employés returning from luacheon dis- 
covered the blaze and called the firé depart- 
ment. Because the fire was hard to reach 
and hed already penetrated to the fifth floor 
by way of the elevator shaft, a Cl alarm 
was turned in. 

Fumes originating from the fertiliser when 
struck by the water caused the firemen in 
the plant to drop the hose and run for safety. 
Six were made sick. Others fighting the 
flames from the roofs of adjacent buildings 
goon extinguished the blaze. 


Police Rescue Three Children. 

Policemen rescued three children early in 
the morning from one of three two story 
frame buildings at 805-307-809 Root street. 
thought to have been set on fire by in- 
cendiaries. 

The children rescued were John Connell, 2 
yeare old: Mary, 4 and Thomas years olf 
Their parents had forgotten them in the ex- 
citement and begged the policemen to rescue 
them.

Lacking in Morality. 
EW YORK, April 2.—([Special.}-—* The at- 
mosphere of morality surrounding the 
grand opera singers of today is bad, very, 
very bad,” declared Oscar Hammerstein 
today in a talk to the Women’s Press 
club, “In fact, moral atmosphere is entirely 
lacking among the singers.” 

He told this to the women writers in ex- 
plaining his idea of opera in English. 

„ want American singers, trained in Amer- 
ica, to give my proposed opera in our own 
language,” he went on. “I want manly men 
and womanly women. And I can get them. 
They will give to my opera a moral tone that 
has never been had in opera before. The Amer- 
ican people demand decency from singers, I 
am going to give it to them. 

“When 1 am able to convince men of financial 
standing that the morality of my opera will be 
of the highest I will have .no trouble getting 
them to support opera in English.”

He paid a tribute to Loulse Homer, singling 
her out from all the singers who are appearing.

„The old idea that singers must have foreign 
training and get foreign atmosphere is all 
wrong.

Now cover your dining room table with a clean 
white cloth, slightly floured, and stretch your 
dough over this to the thickness of tissue paper 
(this really has to be practiced, so that it may 
be stretched without making holes in the 
dough), spread over the dough 4 generous 
quantity of melted butter, then apples, raisins, 
nuts, a plenty of sugar and some cinnamon, 
lastly some melted butter. Take one end of 
the cloth and gently roll the dough so that it 
covers the apples, etc. Do this with all four 
sides, so that when the dough is all rolled it 
looks wg hy long jelly roll. Cut the roll in half 
and put a long pan well buttered. Bake to a 
light golden brown. This is delicious when 
the black cherries in season and they are 
pitted and sugared, using them instead of the 
apples, nuts, etc. I have also tried the Ladies’ 
Aid society cake’ and found it fine! I have 
also tried and (to my way of thinking) improved 
the cream salad dressing which was some time 
ago published in the Corner. Mix the flour 
and other ingredients with cream in place of 
water, adding olive ofl to the vinegar instead 
of using all water, lastly adding a large piece 
of butter.
